Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments were not convincing. As to 
applicant admitting that an apple is an orange: Applicant now changes the comparison between claim 13 and 26. Until applicant 
supplies an analysis of the claims, the mere conclusion of "sufficiently similar" will not surplant the previous statements regarding claims 
13 and 26. The arguments regarding the 112 rejections are noted, but the relevance of most are not pointed out . The Office provided 
rationale to support the rejection; the arguments fail to clearly point out any error jn.tjjgse rejections - except for the final conclusion. It 
is pressumed that since Applicant did not indicate any specific error in the OfficeHt is pressumed that the rejections contain no errors. 
The argument regarding switches appear to be relevant, however such is clearly not the sole basis the rejections. Most importantly, the 
arguments do not appear to state what the feeder actually is - which suggests that it really has no meaning. 
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
